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1. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Janu teaches a chemical delivery system with a pair of 
juxtaposed diaphragm valves 11,14 with chemical 3 on the diaphragm side and not the 
valve seat side as claimed. DuRoss et al., teaches juxtaposed diaphragm valves 200 in 
a chemical delivery system with pneumatic controls 234 on the diaphragm side of both 
valves. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach a chemical delivery system that includes the specific structure 
of a chemical container with two ports and a second valve means or assembly 
associated with one of the ports wherein the system includes a pair of diaphragm valves 
with juxtaposed valve seat sides that are both communicated with a chemical delivery 
conduit and the diaphragm side of one valve connects to one of the container ports with 
the diaphragm side of the other valve connecting to a source of vacuum or vent.
